The Joint l arliament Commnilice to suggest facilities and remunera 
tion for Members of Parliament and the Joint Committee on Salories 
and Allowances of Members of Parliament have made a number of re 
commendations for increasing the allowances and facilities of Members 
of Parliament. Some of ihe recommendations have been accepted by the 
Government.
